As in the past come to the nursery and greenhouses for your gardening needs 
if you can, We shall be glad to serve you here at the Gardens as we have for the 
past 18 years. Prices are lower in some cases at the gardens. 
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This group includes Perennial and Biennials which should be set in fall, 






winter or early spring depending on the locality. Where the winters are severe 
they must be set in fall before the ground freezes or early spring. In milder 
climates they may be set during the period from September to late April or May. 
Biennials will usually bloom one year only, then unless they volunteer must be 
reset. Perennials will flower for several seasons without resetting and many of 
them live quite a long period. 


ALYSSUM — Madwort, Gold Dust or Basket of Gold.

BELLIS — English Daisy. 


Blooms from February to May or later in some localities. Grows very compact 
in clumps 3 to 6 inches high. Has attractive dark green leaves and flowers are 
born in profusion on stems well above the foliage. Use as a border plant, 
naturalize in wild flower garden or rockery and in lawns. Group well with 
Narcissus, Bulbous Iris, Tulips, Blue Pansies and Emperor or Brompton Stocks. 


Perennis Extra Double Mixed: 6 for $0.75; Doz. $1.25 


Medium size, very double flowers having rather fiat petals. Mixture contains 
pink, rose, red and white.

These Carnations may be used in the hardy border, in mass beds or as accent 
specimens in the rockery or wild flower bed. They prefer cool climatic condit- 
ions where they grow best in full sun. In warm climates plant in partial shade 
though not too deep a shade or this will cause weak, grassy growth with small 
flowers. They do best in a rather rich soil which MUST be well drained in the 
winter but retains moisture easily when watered in summer. The plants offered 
in separate colors will be sent in your selection although we can not guarantee 
the separate colors to be more than 90% true to color. Cultural sheet will be 
supplied free with each order. 


Giant Double: Three $1.00; 6 for $1.50; Doz. $2.50 
Recommended only along the west coast west of the Cascade and Sierra Nevada 
Mountains and in southern states. These do not withstand temperatures lower 
than 15 to 20 degrees above zero well. Flowers, however, are large, born on 
plants 16 to 20 in. high. About 95% are true, full double and fiowers are 2 in. 
in diameter. COLORS — Canary yellow, cardinal red, coppery salmon, crimson, 
deep rose, flesh pink, rose pink, white and mixed. 


Perpetual Giant Double Flowered: Three $1.00; 6 for $1.50; Doz. $2.50 
Recommended for the same climatic localities as Giant Double listed above. 
These are larger flowered and come the nearest to the habit of the Florist 
Greenhouse Carnation of any of the strains suitable for outdoor culture.

They 
are heavy year old plants and most have ploomed this fall and will give a fine 
showing of flowers early next season. Delphiniums are possibly one of the finest 
and most satisfactory of the tall growing plants. We have found these Pacific 
Giants to be the best from every standpoint for the American climate and cult- 
ural conditions and for that reason grow no other varieties now. They should 
have full sun, free circulation of air and a rich, light, alkaline soil. Plants 
should be set at least 2 ft. apart and they grow from 5 to 8 ft. high when in 
bloom. Groups well with Columbine, Salpiglossis, Snapdragons, Stocks, or Glad- 
iolus and are ideal as accent specimens.

If tubers are cured off in early fall they may be stored until planting time 
again the following year and thus grown from year to year. In some instances 
growers have grown the same tuber for 15 to 20 years. Tubers do not multiply 
naturally and propagation is by seeds which are a bit difficult to start.
